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Of all the epistles of the great apostle to 
the Gentiles, the one addressed to the Romans 
u the most important. The letter was writ- 
ten before he visited Rome, and it may be 
-was intended to prepare the brethren there for 
his visit which he had long contemplated. At 
any rate he felt a deep interest in them, and 
the letter he wrote to them gives us a true 
conception of St. Paul's theology. One great 
lesion he was commissioned to teach — one 
which it was hard for the Jews to learn — was 
that God is no respecter of persons. That 
the Messiah for whom the Jews looked many 
centuries, should, when he does come, be the 
Messiah to the Gentiles as well as to the Jews, 
waa something they could not fully compre- 
hend^JThat they who were God's chosen, 
who had served Him for gencnttions, had 
"borne the heat and burden of the day," 
should now bo regarded as inferior rather than 
Bnijerior to the Gentiles who had forsaken 
God altogether and sunk into the depths of 
sujiersitition and vice ; this was a lesson which 
they could not receive without a shock. Thus 
Paul, to break down their deepest prejudice 
writes this letter and proves that all are guilty 
before God, that while the Jew hus violated 
the law written on tables of stone, the Gentile 
has violated the law written on the human 
heart. And for this universal sin, God has 
provided a Gospel of universal grace. Here 
we recognize the doctrine of our oneness in 
Christ, a common brotherhood in God, for 
while all are found guilty before tGod, all may 
be justified, civilized and uncivilized, Greek 
and Jew. 

From this letter the lesson for next Sabbath 
is taken ; and from that portion of it Which 
gives great encouragement to the believer. 
The abundant provision God has made for 
those who love Him ; His unchanging love ; 
the strong bond which unites his people, are 
brought out in this lesson. 

LESSON. 

Verse 2$. — We. know. Paul does not say 
wc think or believe it. He is certain of the 
truth he is about to state. Our religion is a 
certainty. It must be so. Life has its un- 
certainties. Of to-morrow we are not assur- 
ed. Death may visit us to-night. Our dear 
ones may be called away before the morrow 
has come. But we know — yes, blessed assur- 
ance — we know. God be thanked for the 
knowledge. 

All thinas.- Not only some things, but pos- 
itively all things, whatever it may be. Per- 
secution, the trials of life, are often our best 
spiritualizers and serve only to make life more 
sweet. God has taken into his divine econo- 
my many things to lead us to virtue. 

Ihat love God, Observe that the promise 
is to those only who love God. What would 
harden the sinner's heart and work evil among 
bad men, would work together for good to 
those who belong to the family of God. Now 
God's promises are to all in a certain sense. 
He has made provision for all. He oilers eter- 
nal life to every man, and whosoever will may 
conic. But those who in the hardness of their 
heart reject God's offers of me icy, are exclud- 
ed from the promise of this text. God loves 
all his | leujile, but for thoscwho love Him, He 
has a special regard and promise. They are 
his children, and in his infinite goodness and 
wisdom He so overrules things as will lie for 
their good. Who are they that love him? 
"He that hath my commandments and keep- 
eth them, he it is that loveth me." "If a man 
love me he will keep my words." Love leads 
to obedience. We love God, then, as a nat- 
nral consequence., we obey Him. What a 
glorious promise in this text. God is ruler 
over all. He controls all things by his right 
hand, and under His control the believer may 
^be assured that even the wickedness of men 
will result in bis good. 

To them who are flie called. Those who have 
accepted the invitation and become children 
of God. All are called. Those who hearken 
to the call are the called, according to St. 
Paul's use of the term. It is a common ex- 
pression with him, and refers to christian pro- 
' session. 

Verses 29 — 30, — Foreknow — predestinate. 
What does Paul mean by these expressions ? 
'They border on mystery. It will aid us in 
^understanding them, if we remember that in 
IwBthis matter of our salvation, there are two 
fparts, a divine and human. Now Paul in 
L ■speaking of fore-knowledge, predestination, 
the called, the justified and the glorified, in 
these two verses, refers to God's < act, to the 
divine part. We cannot believe that by some 
Immutable decree, some men are predestinat- 
ed to eternal life, and others fare-ordained to 
everlasting death. God is engaged in the 


salvation of man. But he saves none against 
their will. "He takes no pleasure in the death 
of the wicked." Hence he baa placed life and 
death before us, and which ever we have is 
ours of free choice. Man must do his part of 
the work. God calls us into his kingdom, 
but we must comply with the conditions laid 
down. He justifies us, but oniy through 
faith,; eventually He will glorify us, but only 
on condition of obedience to his word. 

Verse 3J-— Who can be against u%'t If God 
is engaged in saving man, if He is on the side 
of those who are being saved, our enemies 
must also be His, and through the power of 
God, not our own strength, can we conquer. 
Verse 32. — Spared not His Son. Glorious 
assurance that God will do all things for the 
good of those who belong to His family. Can 
we suppose for one moment that He, who 
gave his only begotten Son, who spared not 
the dearest, the richest, the most loved, the 
most priceless and precious object in heaven 
to save man, would withhold anything that is 
needful for this temporal life, when he has 
given us as a gift all things necessary to eter-. 
nal life. We have not earned eternal life. It 
is a yijt from God, He gave His Son, yes, 
and that freely, too. How careful should we 
be to follow in the footstep* of our blessed 
Master, who died that we might live. Be pa- 
tient. Though trials and persecutions en- 
compass us on every side, God will provide. 

Verse 33. — Who shall lay anything, &c, 
"The gates of hell shall not prevail against it." 
With the Bible in our hands for a weapon, 
the Holy Spirit for our guide, Satan with all 
his legions of angels must surrender. "The 
Lord is on my side, I will not fear what than 
can do unto me." What encouragement this 
is to the humble believer in a world of trouble 
and temptations. 

Verse 34. — Who is he that cottdemneth, &c. 
If God has justified, who is he that would 
condemn ? Christ that died, yea, he who is 
risen again, and at the right hand of God is 
interceding for us, shall his death and resur- 
rection be put to naught by men who con- 
demn what God has justified through Christ? 
Verses 36 — 3ti — Who shall sejmrate us t It 
does not mean that it is impossible for us to 
forsake Christ, The meaning is, that Christ's 
love to us can never be separated. "It is no 
ground of coiiOdence to assert, or even to feel, 
that we will never forsake Christ, but it is the 
strongest ground of assurance to be convinc- 
ed that his love will never change." We may 
place all confidence in Christ. Shall trioula- 
Huns, &c. Paul enumerates seven enemies 
which assail the christian, but when standing 
behind the blood stained banner of King Je- 
sus, they are all in vain. They had assailed 
Paul, and through the power of God he came 
out conqneror. So far from these enemies 
conquering the true believer, all their wicked- 
ness results in the christian's triumph. God 
overrules it all for our good. We are more 
than conquerors. And how do we thus come 
out conquerors V Through mir own strength ? 
Nay, verily not, but through him that loved 
us, "that is Christ Jesus, who still loves us, 
and will continue to do so as long as man 
needs it on earth. His love never fails. 
Whatever exists now, no condition of the 
present life or the uncertainties of the future 
can se|>arate us from the love we have in 
Christ Jesus. That -same Jesus who has as- 
cended on high, is today employed in behalf 
of bis people on earth. "The whole universe 
with ail'that it contains, so far as it is good, is 
the friend and ally of the christian ; and so 
far that it is evil, is more than a conquered 
foe."
